BULL-FIGHTS—GUAS:O8—WILD 
HORSE HUNTING, &e. 

The only preface we need to the following 
paper, is that of noticing that the author is 
in Lima, after its conquest by San Martin 
| and Lord Cochrane :— 

“ Being desirous (says Capt. H.) of ascer- 
taining, by every means, the real state of 
| popular feeling, which generally developes 
| itself at public meetings, I went to one of 
the bull-fights, given ia honour of the new 
| Viceroy’s installation. It took place in an 
{immense wooden amphitheatre, capable of 
| holding, it was said, twenty thousand peo- 
‘ple. As we had peen disappointed at Val- 
pit I ppoln 
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paraiso by a sham bull-fight, we hoped here | 
to witness an exhibitey worthy of the moth- | 


er country. But the resemblance was not 
fess faulty, though in the opposite extreme, 
for the bulls were here put to death with so 
many unusua) circumstances of cruelty, as 
not only to make it unlike the proper bail- 
fights, but take away all pleasure in the spec- 
tacle from persons vot habituated to the sight 
These exhibitions liave been described by 
so many travellers, thatit is needless here 
to do more than advert jo some circumstan- 
ces peculiar to those of Lima. 

* After the bull had yen repeatedly spear- 
ed, and tormented by darts and fire-works, 


and wos a) Shwe ’ roth mo 
tador, on a signal froit the Viceroy, procee- 


ded to dispatch hm. Not being however 
sufficiently expert, le merely sheathed his 
sword in the animal’s neck without effect. 
The bull instantly tok his revenge, by tos- 
sing the matador toggreat height in the 
air, aud he fell apparpy dead inthe area, 
The audience applatfed the bull, while the 
attendants carri:d ofthe matador.

“‘ During the recent wars in this country, 
| the lasso was used asa weapon of great pow- 
erin the hands of the guassos, who make 
| bold and useful troops, and never fail to dis- 
mount cavalry, or to throw down the horses 
of these who come within their reach. 
There is a well-authenticated story ofa par- 
i ty of eight or ten of these men, who had nev- 
er seen a piece ofartillery, till one was fired 
at them in the streets of Buenos Ayres ; they 
| galloped fearlessly up to it, placed their las- 
sos over the cannon, and, by ther united 
strength, fairly overturned it. Another an- 
{ ecdote is related of them, which, though pos- 
i sible enough, does not rest on such good au- 
thority. A number of armed boats were 
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* On begging to know why so many las- 
sos were thrown at once on these occasions, 
we learned that the first rush of the beast, 
when driven out of the corral, is so impetu- 
ous, that few single ones are strong enough 
to bear the jerk without breaking. As an 
experiment, acow, in a very furious state, 
was let out, and directions given for otly 
two men to attempt to stop her, “The first 
lasso fel over her head, and drew it rouad, 
so that the horns almost touched her back, 
but the cord snapped wiilrout stopping her ;

Here 
the whole took place in the open air, and 
resembled rather the catastrophe of a grand 
field sport, thaa a mere deliberate slaught- 
er. Ona level space of ground before the 
corral were ranged ina line four or five 
guassos on horseback, with their lassos all 
ready in their hands 5 and opposite to them 
another line of men on foot, furnished also 
with lassos, so as to form a wide line, ex- 
tending from the gate of the corral to the 
distance of thirty or forty yards. 
all was prepared, the leader of the guassos 
drew out the bars closing the entrance to 
the corral; and, riding in, separated one 
from the drove, which he goaded till it esca- 
ped at the opening. The reluctance of the 
cattle to quit the corral was evident, but 
when, at length, forced to do so, they dash- 
ed forward with the utmost impetuosity. 
It is said that, in this country, even the 
wildest animals have an instinctive horror 
of the lasso; those in a domestic state cer- 
tainly have, and betray fear whenever they 
seeit. Be this as it may, the moment they 
pass the gate, they spring forward at full 
speed, with all the appearance of terrer. 
But were they to goten times faster, it would 
avail them nothing against the irresistible 
lasso, which, in the midst of dust, and a 
confusion ‘seemingly inextricable, were pla- 
ced by the guassos with the most perfect 
correctness over the parts aimed at. ‘Lhere 
canuot be conceived a more spirited, or a 
more picturesque scene than was now pre- 
sented to us ; or one which, in the hands of 
a bold sketcher, would have furnished a fiu- 
er subject. Let the furious beast be ima-

into the interior. At these openings we 
were admitted to a view of regions, which, 
‘heing, beyond the limits of the clouds, and 
therefore exposed to the full blaze of the 
- sun, formed a brilliant contrast to the dark- 
ness and gloom in which we were involved.

The morais of the South 
Sea Islanders, and the observations lately 
made by our countrymen among the amia- 
ble people of the. Loo Choo Islands, prove 
this. ‘Che American savage never forgets 
the tomb of his fathers. In his trackless 
woods, he scropes out the pit in which be 
nters the body ; and though drawn by war 
er hunting hundreds of milés distant 
Phough years may have elapsed-and age 
have paralized his limbs, be can even then 
direct the inquire: to the spet again, and 
can recal with final respect the number of 
moons which have passed away since he 
committed the parental relics to the earth: 
he remembers too the exact height of the 
sua that marked the hour of interment. 
‘The Parguinotes, so basely sacrificed to

John Wilson retained his original balf 
share tiil his death in May 1521. Conceiv- 
ing itto be a valuable part of his estate, he 
by his Will conveyed his half share of the 
copyright to bis testameutary trustees. Ln 
all the changes of partners or proprictors, 
from the .first establishment of the newspa- 
per, there had beca no written coutract of 
copartnership betwixt them. 

John Wilson’s Trustees were about to sel) 
his half share, when the two persons who 
had last purchased the other half, presented 
a bill of suspension and interdict to have the 
trustees restragned, upon the allegation (hat 
there was ne such thing as the copy right of
